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School budget $10.8 mil

Residents will be asked to vote on 
a $10,897,114 school budget for 
FY 1987-88 at the upcoming annual 
town meeting. Not covered, at this 
writing, is a request by Supt. 
Robert Horan for additional 
personnel which school officials 
are hoping will largely be covered 
by state aid through the town. 

Horan told the Town Crier 
Monday he will seek $120,000 
from the town for two or three full 
time nurses and additional staff for 
a new intervention program. 

The total budget represents a 
seven percent increase over last 
year's figure of $10,147,299. Of 
that total, $2,314,198 will go 
toward non-salary items and 
$8,582,916 is slated for salaries. 

Some of the largest increases are 
found in special education (up 
$118,000 from last year), 
transportation (up $12,000), and 
textbooks (up $80,000). 

According to Horan, the special 
education account comes to 
$594,000, a figure which doesn't 
include salaries, The transportation 
figure comes out to $685,776. The 


Subjects getting the largest chunk of 
textbook funds are reading and 
language arts (increased by 
$15,200), science (increased by 
$18,000), and English (increased 
by $8,722). Horan said there is a 
need to replace outdated books and 
materials primarily at the inter- 
mediate level. The superintendent 
also noted they are setting aside 
$560,000 to honor collective 
bargaining agreements. 

Horan anticipates some savings 
will be realized by bringing special 
needs youngsters back into the 
system, through hiring additional 
nurses which will save on a service 
contract with the Visiting Nurses 
Assoc., and hiring a mini bus 
driver rather than a regular driver, 
a move expected to save $500 a 
month. 

The budget will be the chief topic 
of discussion at tonight's 
(Wednesday) meeting between the 
Finance Committee and the school 
board, Discussion on additional 
personnel will take place at the next 
regularly scheduled meeting of the 
school committee March 25. 


Tenure voted for 
high school principal

Wiimington High School 
Principal Paul Fleming was granted 
tenure in a five to one vote of the 
school committee last Wednesday. 
The vote followed some compli- 
mentary comments by a majority of 
the board and some less than 
glowing remarks by Shirley Callan, 
who cast the only dissenting vote. 

Superintendent Robert Horan 
recommended tenure in Fleming's 
fourth appointment after giving 
him an evaluation and noting 
Fleming has had "a very successful 
term, to date." 

"He's worked under less than 
perfect conditions...and I hope he'll 
be with us for quite some time,” 
said chairman Robert Peterson. His 
words were echoed by Tony 
Accardi, who recognized Fleming's 
strong leadership during the reno- 
vation process. 

Newest board member Suzi 


Cushing felt, "a remarkable job was 
done" by Fleming but suggested he 
might benefit from making up his 
own personal list of improvements. 

“I've read Mr. Horan's testi- 
monial and the reasons for 
Supporting Mr. Fleming's tenure 
and I note one quality which is 
conspicuous by its absence, namely, 
Mr. Fleming's relationship with his 
subordinates,” stated Callan, as she 
read from a prepared statement 
She pointed out the ability to weat 
subordinates with "respect and 
compassion” is "the mark of a true 
administrator." and judging from 
complaints she has received from 
parents and others, Callan said, this 
quality is lacking. 

Bridget Zukas took exception to 
Callan’s statement, saying the board 
should support the principal against 
adverse publicity, especially since 
that support is "well deserved.”

Superintendent asks for 
more school! personnel

Wilmington School Superinten 
dent Robert Horan recommended 
that an additional seven or eight 
personnel positions be provided for 
in the FY 1987-88 budget at last 
week's school committee meeting 
These positions would include two 
or three full time nurses, two 
computer resource people, one full 
time librarian, and one or two 
people for a student-at-risk inter 
vention program at the interme 
diate level 

Horan told the Town Crier he has 
long been concerned with the 
quality of nursing services in 
Wilmington schools with only 3.5 
nurses in the system. 

“Things happen all the time in 
other places. We've just been 
lucky,” he said, referring to 
Wilmington's safety record. He 
explained with a full time nurse in 
each building, the head nurse at the 
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high schoo! would be free, also, to 
cover more educationally related 
areas like nutrition and develop. 
mental growth 

Horan said with the addition of a 
full time librarian at the Wildwood 
School, he or she could also handle 
audio-visual needs in the system 

In September, an intervention 
program for students at risk will be 
instituted at the intermediate level 
Horan said he would need more 
staff people to help make that 
program a success. The program 
would be aimed at youngsters 
having difficulties which go beyond 
the scope and expertise of school 
guidance counselors, 

“All evidence points to school 
drop-outs and in-house failures 
beginning early and we want to get 
them as early as possible. They 
don't drop out when they get to 
high school.They drop out long 
before,” contended Horan, who 
said if the program is successful 
they may expand it to the high 
school level at a later date.

In other action, members learned 
that because of delay, the con- 
struction budget for the proposed 
elderly units at Deming Way is 
running $700,000 over the original 
figure specified in 1984. Also, 
architect Jerry Ingersoll has 
requested a higher fee to 
compensate for substantial costs 
incurred by the project delay. 

WHA members agreed “Jerry's 
working his heart out" and 
deserved the additional money.

"I have the energy to run this marathon , the strength to 
run this country, the experience to manage our 
government, and the values to lead our people." And with 
that, our own Duke tossed his hat into the ring for that 
rather pleasant looking house at 1600 Pennsylvania 
Avenue. As such, the guessing games of the past many 
weeks are now over, and the speculation will tum to 
whether or not he can do it, and what the repercussions 
will be for the day to day management of state 
government.

North Wilmington 77 years ago 


A photographer, unknown to this 
paper took a picture in North 
Wilmington about 1910. He was 
using a panoramic camera, one that 
was in some ways similar to a 
moving picture camera in that the 
film advanced, as the camera was 
turned to scan the scene. His 
shadow is to be seen at the left of 
the picture, under what was then 
the North Wilmington Railroad 
depot. 

That particular railroad depot is 
no longer in existence. It was 
burned in 1911, The stationmaster 
was also tender of the railroad 
gates, to stop horses as well as 
automobiles. He also served as a 
telegrapher, and in his spare time 
he was the postmaster, His home, 
incidentally, was upstairs in the 
railroad station, 

Across Middlesex Avenue is the 
then new Buck Brothers store. It 
replaced a store which had been 
burned down a few years 
previously, and which had been in a 
two story building. A family named 
Surette lived upstairs. 

Herbert W. Buck was one of the 
two Buck Brothers, and he ran the 
store in North Wilmington. His 
brother George ran a similar store 
on Main Street in Wilmington 
Square. Those persons who can 
remember George Spanos, "Mayor 
of Wilmington" will recall his 
restaurant, which was in what had 
been George Buck's store. 

Herbert and George had both 
grocery stores and hay and grain 
stores. Im the store shown in this 
picture there was a solid wall, 
dividing the building into two 
parts, at about the place where the 
letter "G" appears in the sign. The 
side nearest the railroad track was 
for hay and grain, and had a 
separate entrance.

IF YOU'RE AUDITED 

An IRS tax audit is not necessarily 
a quake-in-the-boots scare. Most 
often your letter will request 
specific documentation of 
deductions or other information on 
your return. Individuals are usually 
called for an IRS office audit, not 
visited at home. 

It's smart to be prepared with 
cancelled checks, bank statements 
or other records requested. In most 
cases, if you've got the paperwork 
to back up your deductions, there 
will be no increase in taxes. If, 
however, there are complex tax 
matters in question, it may be 
advisable to bring your accountant 
with you. 

There are options. You can ask 
for a postponement for a valid 
reason. If you've been audited in 
the prior year on the same sort of 
items, and no adjustments had to be 
made, you may be excused if you 
call and explain. And if you don't 
agree with the tax examiner's 
findings, you have the right of 
appeal, within the IRS and then 
through the courts.

Herbert Buck 


Herbert Buck was a selectman, in 
Wilmington, and was elected a state 
representative, about the time the 
picture was taken. His brother 
George, who had a nice home on 
Church Street became the tax 
collector, a job he held down on a 
part time basis for years, 

There is an oil iamp at the left, 
for the passengers who arrive after 
the sun has set. There is another 
near the Buck Bros. store. 
Electricity, from the Reading 
Municipal Light, was just arriving 
in Wilmington. It is to be doubted 
that electric light was in North 
Wilmington when this photo was 
taken, 

The "telephone pole” to the far 
right is quite probably exactly that. 
The Buck Brothers store in North 
Wilmington was the Wilmington 
telephone exchange for many 
years, and possibly still was when 
the photo was taken. The switch- 
board was at far left, in back, as one 
sees the store. It was located where 
Elia’s store now locates its milk and

cheese sales cooler. 

That there are three railroad 
tracks is to be immediately noticed 
by present day residents. The track 
to the left, as one sees the picture, 
was for freight cars which were to 
be unloaded in North Wilmington. 
Frank and Fred Eames had a coal 
yard about 400 feet "uptrack” 
toward Salem Street, where coal 
cars were emptied, almost daily. 
There was a coal scales, next door 
to Middlesex Avenue, where the 
parking lot is today. 

Many of the trains that were on 
that railroad track were not 
"locals." They came through at 
speeds of 60 miles an hour or faster 
- express trains to Portsmouth, 
New Hampshire, if they did not 
stop at Lawrence. 

The house to the right was a part 
of Harriman’s Tannery, and was 
the home of the Joseph Babine 
family. More than a few members 
of the family live in North 


Wilmington today. 

Beyond the Babine family home 
one can see the tannery of Caleb 
Harriman. The water tower is a 
“stand-out” and other parts of the 
buildings may be seen. 

Even though a tannery was not 
the best business, from a neigh- 
borhood viewpoint, Caleb Harri- 
man did much for Wilmington, and 
many families had their wage 
earner working in the tannery. 
Harry Deming, for whom Deming 
Way is named, was a bookkeeper 
for many years, and before him 
was a man named Kincaid, who 
lived down at the end of ‘what is 
now Mill Road. 

Harry became town accountant, a 
post he held for many years, and 
when the town manager plan was 
adopted in Wilmington he was 
made the first town manager, a post 
he held for about 30 days. It was 
fitting and proper that a street was 
named after him. 


At far right is the shelter for 
passengers who will board the train 
to go to Reading or Boston. 

Back in those days there were five 
railroad stations in Wilmington, 
and a sixth in North Woburn which 
was called "South Wilmington," 
where the chemical company was 
located, later known as Merrimac 
Chemical. 

On the Boston and Lowell track 
there was a station at Wilmington, 
and another at Silver Lake. About 
26 train stops, daily, were made for 
persons going to Boston. Silver 
Lake had one wain, the "8:11" 
which traveled to Boston non-stop 
every moming in 19 minutes. 

The Boston and Lawrence track 
did not have as many trains, but in 
the morning and evening there was 
4 tain in each direction about 
every 30 minutes. There was also a 
station (or stop) at North 
Wilmington Junction, where the 
Salem & Lowell Railroad track 


crossed the Boston & Maine 

The Salem & Lowell ran only a 
couple of trains every day. Those 
trains used to stop at what was 
called "Brown's Crossing,” where 
the town pumping station is today, 
off Andover Street 

Piles of lumber may be noticed, 
near the Babine house in this 
picture. Closer inspection will 
reveal a railroad freight car from 
which the lumber came. Mr 
Harriman had a railroad track into 
the tannery property, as well. 

The Harriman smokestack is also 
to be noted, beyond the second 
railroad telegraph pole. Mundy 
Babine, a relative of he who lived 
in the Babine house pictured was 
the fireman, and later the engineer 
in the boiler room. He lived in the 
home which is opposite Federal 
Street, half a mile southerly. 


Hearing on Andover Street condos 


by Arlene Surprenant 

An 124 unit townhouse/condo 
proposal, slated to come before 
voters at the annual town meeting, 
continues to be well received by 
various town boards and neighbors 
according to Project Manager 
Houssam Sleiman. The develop- 
ment is expected to be built on 
45.85 acres off Andover Street as 
“an ideal buffer” between residen- 
tial and industrial zones. 

Sleiman told members of the 
Wilmington Planning Board Tues- 
day he and developer Dan Fonzi of 
Danco Development Corp have had 
some “very positive” response 
from those they have talked to in 
the past two months, including a 
group of neighbors at an informa- 
tional meeting last Thursday. 

At that meeting, neighbors 
reportedly raised concerns about 
increased traffic and the busy 
Andover Street-Rt. 125 intersec;. 


tion, the sewer connection, 
additional parking, water run-off, 
and the steep entranceway. Most of 
those concerns are in the process of 
being addressed, Sleiman assured 
the board. 

A traffic study is currently 
underway by the engineering firm 
of Allen, Demurjian, Major, and 
Nitsch. The developer hopes to get 
a traffic light at the intersection in 
question. 

Consulting engineers Fay, Spof- 
ford, and Thorndike will review 
the sewer layout for the town 
Sleiman said they have permission 
of the Andover town manager to tie 
into that town’s sewer system. And, 
at this writing, 17 homes in the area 
will be able to hook into that line. 

Though they have allotted 2.4 
parking spaces per unit with an 
additional 44 spaces for guests, 
Sleiman said they are willing to add 
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more spaces to address neighbor's 
concerns. 

To meet concerns of the 
Conservation Commission, Sleiman 
Said there is no increase in water 
run-off, no encroachment on 
wetlands, and a retention pond to 
handle water. 

“We will be trying to do our best 
job. We want to set a precedent. We 
will spend a lot of time and money 
making this the best for 
Wilmington," Sleiman said. 

This townhouse development is 
the latest in a number of PRD 
proposals to come before voters 
since PRD zoning was included in 
the bylaws in 1983. If successful, it 
will be the first of its kind in 
Wilmington. 

According to the preliminary 
plan, the development, aptly 
entitled Whitefield Elm Village, 
will be laid out in three clusters of 
attached two bedroom units, There 
will be 34.8 acres of open space as 
well as a club house, two tennis 
courts, a swimming pool, and a 
bike and jogging trail. 

Ten percent or 12 units, each 
selling for $109,000, are expected 
to be set aside for affordable 
housing with priority given to 


Wilmington residents, The rest will 
go for between $142,000 and 
$175,000, said Sleiman. 

‘A 200 foot wide power easement 
runs across the site and could be 
utilized for transmission of power 
at a later date. The developer said 
he will set aside some funds to 
landscape the easement when it 
becomes necessary. 

Planning board members, though 
questioning how affordable the 12 
units would be, seemed impressed 
not only by the plans but by the 
presentation and the effort to 
satisfy town concems. 

"We have found you to be quite 
receptive. Quite frankly, that goes a 
long way...You've done almost 
everything we've suggested to 
you,” said chairman Carole 
Hamilton, referring to an earlier 
meeting. 

"I really want to be honest with 
everybody,” replied Sleiman as he 
promised “all units will be 
completed to the highest standard 
of construction.” 

If voters approve the PRD 
project, construction would begin 
in July, 1987, and continue in three 
phases over a two to three year 
period.

Willis makes 
people laugh 


Out in Hollywood, Bo Derek 
rated a “10° when it comes to 
beauty. 

In the world of comedy 
basketball, Valentino Willis rates at 
least a "10" when it comes to 
making people laugh. It's not that 
Val doesn't exude his own brand of 
beauty, it's just that when it comes 
to cracking the laugh meter,he has 
few peers. 

“There's nothing wrong with 
people laughing and having fun," 
says the 6'3" guard. "When the 
audience is happy, I'm happy. If | 
could sum up my goals in basketball 
with the Magicians, it would be to 
keep entertaining people 
throughout the world for as long as 
possible.” 

Although each member of the 
team plays many roles, Willis first 
and foremost emerges as the 
group's self professed comic, going 
through his perpetual motion 
routines as he entertains kids and 
adults alike, breaks up players on 
the opposing teams, sends the ref 
into a dither and even breaks up his 
own teammates 

Even his-jersey number - 6 7/8 
reflects his off-beat style. But, 
beneath the laughs and comedy, 
Willis is a professional basketball 
player, a statement that he feels 
holds true for the entire team. 

“I think we're all players first,’ he 
says, displaying the charismatic 
manner that has made him a 
popular figure on basketball courts 
around the globe. "The show is part 
of our play; it's incorporated into 
the game. We go out there to 
entertain, but every player on the 
team is a fine athlete. I honestly 
believe that we can compete on any 
level of play.” 

In fact, one of the highlights of 
his career was a game pitting the 
Magicians against the former 
Boston Celtics. Ex-Celts Dave 
Cowens and John Havlicek pumped 
in double-figures for their team but 
the Magicians topped them, 
106-100. 

There also have been times when 
the Magicians’ opposition has asked 
if they could play two quarters of 
Straight basketball against them to 
simulate, in effect, an NBA-style 
contest. "We said okay a couple of 
times alhouth we don't like to 
because we feel it's unfair to the 
people and kids who paid money to 
see the entertainment we put on,” 
recalls Val. "But when we did 
agree, after the first few minutes 
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we would be leading by 20 or 30 
points and the other teamwould say, 
"Okay. enough, already.” 

The alumus of Norfolk State 
University in Virginia is now in his 
16th season in pro ball. That's a lot 
of comedy to put on. However, his 
unique style goes back even farther, 
all the way to the playgrounds of 
Jersey City, N.J., where he grew 
up.

After graduating from Norfolk 
State, Val spent sometime in the 
Eastern Basketball league (EBL) 
with the Allentown and 
Wilkesbarre entries before going 
overseas for a stint in Switzerland. 
He returned to the United States 
shortly afterward, hooked up with 
the Wizards and Magicians and has 
been a mainstay ever since. 

"This is an exciting situation,” 
relates Val, whose looks and 
personality have landed him parts 
in Pepsi commercials (I'm Mean 
Joe Green's counterpart” he quips); 
and the movie version of "The 
Wiz" starring Diana Ross and 
Michael Jackson, 

Still, it's the art of comedy 
basketball - and the fact that he is 
able to entertain people of all ages, 
nationalities and backgrounds - that 
spurs him on.

Again the lawyers win, and again 
the good guys lose. 

Day after day the papers are full 
of reports on lawsuits, may of them 
frivolous or outright ridiculous, 
which bring ruin and pain to 
countless lives in America. 

Normally we just shake our heads 
at all the silly legal manueverings 
and hope they don't affect our lives. 

Well, the lawyers have finally hit 
close to home. 

It's actually old news, and most 
folks don't realize it, but Ames 
Pond in Tewksbury is off limits, 
and has been for some time, That 
means no trespassing -- and no 
fishing either. Two recent ice 
fishing tournaments on Ames, in 
fact, were held illegally, Nobody 
should have set foot on the pond. 
Yes, that includes the water, too. 

The owner of the pond -- an 
insurance company of all things -- 
is afraid of being sued if Uncle 
Fred falls out of the boat and 
drowns. So, to avoid liability, the 
pond was placed off limits, 

The pond has been out of bounds 
for some time now, but everybody 
has been using the "no trespassing” 
signs as coat racks. All that could 
change if Metropolitan Life, the 
owner of the pond, decides to crack 
down for any reason. 

Most ponds in Massachusetts are 
covered by the so-called "Colonial 
Ordinances," dating back to the 
17th Century, which require public 
access for fishing, fowling and 
navigation. But Ames Pond is 
considered man-made, due to the 
Concrete dam at the south end of the 
pond, so the old laws don't apply. 

Ames is part of a 280-acre tract 
of land in and around the pond, all 
of it owned by Met Life, The tract 
includes Ames Hill, on the opposite 
shore from the two buildings now 
being completed. 

Representatives of Met Life went 
before the Tewksbury Conser- 
vation Commission this week, to 
discuss putting two new buildings 
on their pondside property. They 
also asked about placing a nature 
walk -- again off limits to the 


general public -- in the vicinity of 
the new buildings. 

In the course of normal news 
gathering I happened to ask the Met 
Life folks about the pond. They 
said the pond is most certainly off 
limits, 

While they don't enforce the "no 
trespassing” rule as fully as they 
could, enforce it they may if they so 
desire. 

So, out of simple fear of what the 
lawyers could do to them in case of 
an accident, Met Life doesn't want 
anybody fishing on Ames Pond. 

And while Met Life has nicely 
looked the other way for so long, 
the point remains the same. At any 
time, while quietly fishing on Ames 
Pond, somebody could tap you on 
the shoulder and say, "Goodbye, 
chump” and you're gone. 

And that's a crying shame.

sailing). This experience of the past 
21 years that I enjoyed while my 
children were in the Wilmington 
schools will be a valuable tool to 
use for the students of today and for 
the students of tomorrow. The 
Wilmington School system was 
beneficial to my family. | would 
like to pass those benefits on to 
today’s students. 

Education is a dynamic and com- 
plex issue, real and comtemplative. 
As a candidate for the Wilmington 
School Committee, I do not have 
information on each and every 
issue that is of consequence in our 
schools today; once elected, I will 
do my best to become aware of the 
issues in our schools affecting 
kindergarten through the 12th 
grade.

Joy quickly disappeared 
when the physicians told the 
couple that they suspected John 
had Down Syndrome, a 
chromosomal defect which 
causes mental retardation and 
numberous other physical pro- 
blems. Three days later, the 
anxious and devastated Riccis 
took their mew son home. It's 
hard enough being first time 
parents, but what do you do with 
aretarded baby? 

The answer — Early Interen- 
tion and lots of love. John was 
enrolled at Special Children 
Clinic in Reno at age two weeks 
in an intensive infant stimula- 
tion program. The support the 
family received there as well as 
the stimulation and love John 
received for almost three years 
helped them to survive and him 
to thrive. John also started 
swimming in a “Play to Grow” 
program, a part of Special 
Olympics, at six months. To this 
day, the mention of the words 
pool or beach sends John scur- 
rying for his bathing suit and 
towels, 

At ten weeks of age, during a 
visit from his grandparents, 
Harold and Caroline Goldstein 
of Wakefield, John became very 
ill. A trip to the emergency room 
and two hours of testing extend. 
ed into a two week stay in inten- 
sive care. John had Type I (Ju- 
venile) Diabetes! After crash 
courses in Diabetes and learn- 
ing to give insulin injections, 
Richard and Diane again took 
John home. Having survived 


levela 
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this new ordeal like a pro, John 
resumed his infant stimulation 
classes, achieving develop: 
mental milestones along the 
way. He walked at two-and-a 
half and said his first words at 
three, Entering the Marvin 
Picollo School for Mentally 
Handicapped Children, a public 
school in Reno, he had a full day 
of Special Education Preschool, 
swimming, adaptive physical 
education, music therapy and 
intensive speech therapy. Being 
one of the youngest in the school, 
he had everyone wrapped 
around his little finger! 

In 1986, the Ricci family, 
which now also included three- 
and-a-half year old Benjamin, 
left Neveda and moved to 
Wakefield, Diane’s hometown. 
John attends the Special Needs 
Preschool, a Chapter 766 pro: 
gram at the Montrose School 
Last summer, he was the 
youngest camper at EMARC’s 
Camp Hope. He still] wears his 
camp t-shirt proudly. 

John isn't that different from 
other little boys his age. He's 
small for his age and has speech 
difficulties, but he has always 
been an extremely happy, ac 
tive and easygoing youngster. 
His smile and hugs for 
everybody make things just a 
little easier for his parents. 
Thanks to speech therapy, he is 
making remarkable progress 
with his vocabulary and articu- 
lation, starting to turn words 
and phrases into sentences. He 
spends his days much like other 
preschoolers. He goes to and 
loves school; he dresses himself 
with ease every morning and is 
waiting, lunchbox in hand at 
7:00 a.m. for his 8 o'clock bus. 
He loves the muppets, Sesame 
Street and Pinwheel, he likes to 
color and paint. He plays with 
his brother Ben, who has been a 
wonderful role model and 
friend. He can be a terror who 
gets into mischief and plays 
tricks on people 

The fact remains that John is 
also different from other 
children. He has many of the 
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classic Down Syndrome 
features-small, slanted eyes and 
tiny nose — which immediately 
identify him as “retarded.” He 
also is on a special Diabetic 
Diet, has lots of blood tests and 
endures two insulin injections a 
day. He is having to assume re- 
sponsibility for his own care at a 
young age — he now knows 
when it's time for his snack and 
asks for it himself. Although it’s 
been a long, hard road, John is 
accomplishing many wonderful 
things, thanks to his own indom- 
itable spirit and the love, 
understanding and support of 
his family, physicians, teachers 
and therapists 

Life for Mom and Dad all this 
time has been chaotic, hectic, 
and unpredictable, but also a 
tremendous challenge and 
education. They've had to learn 
to control John’s problems, not 
let the problems control their 
lives. In their dealings with 
medical and educational pro- 
fessionals, they have been for- 
tunate. They have made some 
fast friends. They have also 
learned to advocate for John, by 
asking innumerable questions, 
becoming persistent and asser- 
tive, and learning all they could 
about his conditions, their 
treatment, and the laws affec- 
ting their son. They've become 
aware of his rights and of their 
rights and responsibilities for 
providing him with the best 
possible care 

In doing so, their encounters 
with the bureaucracy have not 
been so positive all the time. 
They have had to struggle, 
agonize and fight for the last ten 
months, seeking the kind of ser- 
vices John needs.

Angiuoli says being familiar 
with the audience is one of the 
most important keys to making 
a successful speech. 

“Know your audience and 
research them,” he says. “Br- 
ing your audience into the 
speech. If you're speaking to 
sales managers, talk about sales 
managers.” 

As a veteran speaker, 
Angiuoli says he rarely gets 
nervous before a talk. But if he 
does, he uses the energy to make 
his speech more dynamic. 

“I get excited,” he says. 
“That sense of excitement 
comes because there's a lot of 
uncertainty in giving a speech 
Any nervousness I might feel 
goes away after I start because 
the audience has a calming ef. 
fect.”” 

Janet Wheeler, manager of 
cigarette design ‘technology in 
Reynolds Tobacco’s research 
and development department, 
says Some nervousness can ac 
tually work to a speaker's ad.

“You don’t want to become so 
overconfident that you feel like 
giving a speech is a piece of 
cake,” she says. 

Wheeler also stresses 
preparation and practice as the 
keys to an outstanding presen 
tation, but not so much that the 
speech sounds memorized. 

“I like to know my subject 
matter well enough to talk from 
notes,"’ she says. 

Wheeler says it's often helpful 
to have yourself videotaped 
while presenting a talk. Play 
back the tape in privacy and cri- 
tique yourself, she says. 

“We don't ever look or sound 
like we think we do,"’ Wheeler 
says. “People tend to be their 
own best critics.” 

Bill Milburn, training manag- 
er and instructor of Reynolds 
Tobacco’s oral presentation 
workshop, offers some addi- 
tional tips to help business peo- 
ple beard the public-speaking 
lion.

VA burial benefits numerous 


The Veterans Administration 
reminds former servicemen and 
women that awareness of VA 
burial benefits can often spare 
the family of a deceased veteran 
anxiety and financial hardship 
following the veteran's death. 

Interment in a national ceme- 
tery is available to veterans 
discharged under conditions 
other than dishonorable. Also el- 
igible under certain guidelines, 
are a veteran's spouse and 
minor children. 


VA will furnish a headstone or 
marker to memorialize a veter- 
an or mark the grave of a veter- 
an buried in a national, state, or 
private cemetery. VA will also 
provide ‘markers to eligible 
dependents interred in a na- 
tional or state veterans’ ceme- 
tery. 


A memorial marker or 
headstone for veterans whose 
remains have not been recov- 
ered or identified is also provid- 
ed by the VA. This includes 
those who were buried at sea, 
those whose bodies were do- 
nated to science, and those who 
were cremated and the ashes 
scattered. A memorial section 
in national cemeteries honors 
these veterans. 


The VA provides, if death is 
not service connected, a burial 
allowance of $300 if the veteran 
was entitled at the time of death 
to VA compensation or pension 
payments or died in a VA medi- 
cal facility. This allowance may 
also be available in cases of cer- 
tain indigent veterans whose 
remains are unclaimed 

A plot or interment allowance 
of $150 is also available if the 
veteran is entitled to the burial 
allowance, or served during a

war period, or was discharged 
or retired from service because 
of a disability which was incur- 
red or aggravated in the line of 
duty. A veteran buried in a na- 
tional or other federal ceme- 
tery, however, is not eligible for 
this plot allowance. The plot al- 
lowance may be paid to a state if 
the veteran was buried in a state 
veterans’ cemetery. 


, 
If the veteran’s death is ser- 


vice connected, VA will pay an 
amount not to exceed $1,100 in 
lieu of the burial and plot allow- 
ance. 

VA will also provide 

an American flag for use in 


covering a casket; 

a reimbursement for part of 
the cost of a private headstone 
or marker bought after the vet- 
eran’s death and placed on the 
grave of a veteran. The current 
amount is $71, the average cost 
of government headstones pur- 
chased by VA; and, 

a memorial certificate, bear- 
ing the signature of the Presi- 
dent, expressing the Nation's 
recognition of the deceased vet- 
eran’s service. 

For information veterans 
should contact the nearest VA 
office listed in their phone direc- 
tory under U.S. Government.

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NURSING SHORTAGE 

The growing nationwide nurs- 
ing shortage will be highlighted 
at the upcoming Boston Nursing 
Fair, April 3 and 4 at the 
Howard Johnson 57 Park Plaza.

these hit and run exploitation 
flicks. Just for the record, hit 
and run filmmaking occurs 
when a movie is dumped on the 
market with a lurid advertising 
campaign, hits up the kids for 
their allowances and then the 
filmmakers run to the next town 
via the bank. 

But there is something 
refreshingly entertaining about 
Witchboard that you don't find 
in most low-budget horror 
flicks. Director Kevin S. Ten- 
mey, a recent film school 
graduate, didn’t rely on silly 
special effects, probably 
because he couldn't afford 
them. He also wrote a story 
that, for the most part, was a 
pretty good idea 

The deal is that a group of 
young men and women 
gathered at a party start hor- 
sing around with a ouija board 
Brandon (Stephen Nichols), the 
person who owns the board, is a 
true believer in the spiritual 
world. He is also in love with the 
woman who is hosting the party, 
played a bit frantically by ex- 
model Tawny Kitaen. Un- 
fortunately, she lives with Jim, 
Brandon's ex-best friend, 
played by Todd Allen. It is Jim's 
Scoffing attitude that angers the 
spirits, and instead of sum- 
moning Casper, you guessed it, 
an evil presence enters the 
livingroom. 

However, what generally 
saves the movie from drowning 
in schlocky scenerios is that 
Tenney has some fun with the 
camera, paces his scenes and 
tries not to go for the obvious. 
He sends his characters chasing 
a red herring and introduces a 
most unusual medium who is 
into “psychic humor." 

Of course, some of the 
production values are abysmal, 
and a barely breathing ‘‘special 
guest star" Rose Marie doesn’t 
help much. But before the film 
unravels with a ridiculous 
ending, the film more than 
satisfies as a grade B horror 
yarn. It also is a sign that we 
should expect some interesting 
work from Tenney in the future 


The Gospel According to Vic 
Starring Tom Conti, Helen 
Mirren, David Hayman, Brian 
Pettifer. Directed and written 
by Charles Gormley. Produced 
by Michael Relph. Rated PG-13 
(profanity) 

There has been a great deal of 
effort made to compare Scottish 
writer/director Charles Gor- 
miley to his peer and one-time 
partner Bill Forsyth. The ad- 
vantage to this is that most 
Americans have heard of 
Forsyth, whose films Local 
Hero, Gregory's Girl and 
Comfort and Joy all did very 
well in this country. Un- 
fortunately, if you make the 
comparison, you have to stick 
by it. And, while Gormley's 
view of Scotland is nearly as 
quirky and endearing as For- 
syth’s, he just misses the mark 

Forsyth was never as in- 
terested in belly-laughs as he 
was in off-center situations and 
oddball characters. And, while 
the same can be said of Gor- 
miley, the plot of his first big 
Production is on such a grand 
scale that his wonderful at- 
tention to detail is lost in the 
scheme of things. While scenes 
from Forsyth's films remain in 
your mind, like a punk rocker 
sitting on a pier in an ancient 
Scottish village in Local Hero, 
what you will remember most 
from this film is not Gormley's 
presence, but actor Tom Con- 
ti's. 

Conti, a rakish actor fairly 
overflowing with boyish charm, 


Plays a teacher at the Blessed 
Edith Semple School in a poorer 
section of Glasgow. The school 
is Catholic, and the local 
townsfolk are quite fervent in 
having the Blessed Edith 
elevated to sainthood. Conti, on 
the other hand, is more in- 
terested in bedding the blonde 
music teacher, played by Helen 
Mirren. 

Through a series of mishaps, 
some funnier than others, the 
press makes Conti out to be a 
miracle man. Things start 
getting a bit bogged down when 
we are forced to decide if 
religion or reason is the driving 
force behind the teacher's 
miracles, if that is, indeed, what 
they are. Things are left more 
or less up in the air and when 
Gormley bows out with a glitzy, 
Hollywoodesque ending, you 
almost feel sold out 

However, if this film just 
misses the mark when com- 
pared toa Forsyth film, it is still 
warm and entertaining enough 
to stand on its own as a tribute 
to the fledgling film industry in 
a wee, gray country not usually 
known for its humor.

FM TALK; Our gallivanting- 
around correspondent is on 
special assignment; in the 
meantime, he has provided us 
with the following edition of 
off-beat tidbits on American his- 
tory: 

It was a little more than a half 
century ago that President 
Herbert Hoover was officially 
denounced by the state 
legislature of Texas after he in- 
vited the Negro wife of a con- 
gressman to the White House. 

It has been nearly sixty years 
since the great stock market 
crash of 1929. In September of 
that year, just one month prior 
to the crash, an article entitled 
“Everybody Ought to Be Rich,” 
written by vice-chairman of 
General Motors, appeared in 
Ladies Home Journal, 

A major Hollywood produc- 
tion also became the victim of 
poor timing two months after 
the crash. The big Christmas 
release that year was a film 
called ‘‘Chasing Rainbows," 
which opened to universal deri- 
sion. By the way, the Democrat- 
ic theme song,’ “Happy Days 
Are Here Again,” comes from 
that movie. It's pretty obvious 
as to why the movie was not re- 
ceived warmly during its 
premiere 

President Hoover was under a 
lot of pressure during the mon- 
ths immediately following the 
great crash. He frequently 
made radio addresses to tell the 
nation that the stock market 
would improve. Each time he 
made one of those speeches, the 
market declined. One smart in- 
vestor, a fellow by the name of 
Bernard E. Smith, made a for- 
tune in the market by following 
the general rule that the market 
would dip every time Hoover 
made a promise that it would 
get better 

In the midst of the 1932 cam- 
paign, when it was apparent 
that Hoover was going to lose 
badly to FDR, Hoover had 
somehow convinced John L. 
Lewis, the powerful and influen- 
tial head of the United Wine 
Workers, to keep his support on 
the Republican side. Lewis did 
so because he had voted 
Republican all his life. In 1936, 
however, he finally turned his 
support over to FDR. 

Women have come a long 
way, baby, if you believe what 
those cigarette ads tell us. 
Perhaps Eleanor Roosevelt had 
a lot to do with it, also. She did 
not care for smoking, yet she 
frequently smoked at White 
House soirees in an attempt to 
help women achieve their own 
independence.

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Thanksgiving has not always 
fallen on the last Thursday in 
November. In 1939, FDR 
ordered that Thanksgiving be 
celebrated on the third Thurs- 
day in November to give 
businessmen an extra week in 
the Christmas season, 

Herbert Hoover had a reputa- 
tion for following the beat of a 
different drummer even as a 
student at Stanford. He refused 
to join elitist fraternities, and 
founded his own, which he call- 
ed, curiously, the Barbarians. 

Hoover was a very bright 
man, despite what the press led 
the public to believe about him 
towards the end of his term in 
office. Hoover had a degree in 
engineering, and at one point in 
his career he translated a six- 
teenth century work on mining 
written in Latin. 

Hoover was not without some 
strange traits. For instance, he 
demanded that White House 
servants not be presents 
whenever he and the first lady 
were together. Whenever ser- 
vants spotted the two of them 
together, the servants were ex- 
pected to dart into the nearest 
closets until the president and 
the first lady were out of sight. 

Hoover also had some unusual 
attitudes about the depression 
In his memoirs, for example, he 
revealed that he believed un- 
employed people had turned to 
apple-selling not because they 
were out of work but because 
selling apples was a profitable 
business. In his memoirs he 
wrote, ‘Many persons left their 
jobs for the more profitable one

of selling apples."' This colum- 
nist wonders how many copies 
of his memoirs were sold during 
the latter part of the depression, 
when the book was published 

The Republican slogan in 1928 
was “A chicken in every pot and 
two cars in every garage.’ A 
year later that slogan was 
ridiculed for its bad taste. The 
author of the slogan, a reporter, 
found himself out of work and 
ended up a beggar in order to 
feed his family. 

In 1908, a book entitled ‘Three 
Weeks,” by Elinor Glyn, which 
was the story of a young 
Englishman's affair with a Rus- 
sian queen, was banned in 
Boston. Twenty-five years later, 
the book ended up in, of all 
things, a Walt Disney cartoon, 
which became the center of con- 
troversy that resulted in the 
banning of the cartoon. The car- 
toon showed a cow in a pasture 
reading the book. To this day, no 
one knows how the book ended 
up in the cartoon 

Franklin and Eleanor 
Roosevelt had a phobia about 
leaving themselves un- 
protected. Despite Secret Ser- 
vice protection, FDR slept with 
a gun under his pillow, and 
Eleanor always carried one in 
her pocketbook. They also kept 
a gun in the glove compartment 
of their car. The guns became 
the brunt of jokes made by 


White House servants, who 
labelled them ‘“‘His'’ and 
“Hers."" 


FDR also had a phobia about 
fires. Since he was confined toa 
wheelchair, he refused to allow

anyone to light a fire in a 
fireplace while he was present. 
He always dreaded the thought 
of being left alone in a room 
where a fire in the fireplace was 
burning. 

In Joseph Kane's book entitled 
“Facts about the Presidents, 
he notes that genealogists have 
determined that FDR was 
related to eleven presidents. 
They were George Washington, 
John Adams, James Madison, 
John Quincy Adams, Martin 
Van Buren, William Henry Har- 
rison, Zachary Taylor, U.S. 
Grant, Benjamin Harrison, 
Theodore Roosevelt and 
William Howard Taft. 

In 1934, Merriam-Webster's 
New International Dictionary 
published a word that does not 
exist. The word ended up in the 
dictionary after a linguist plac- 
ed a slip of paper with the ab- 
breviation for the word ‘‘densi- 
ty" (“D. ord. Density’) ina pile 
of slips for words beginning with 
the letter d. Another linguist 
found the slip, and accidentally 
pushed the four letters together 
to create the word ‘‘dord."" He 
then attached the description 
“noun” to it. The editors of the 
dictionary discovered the error, 
but decided to publish it as a 
joke anyway. The word “Dord’’ 
appeared in several subsequent 
editions of the dictionary, but it 
was finally removed when new 
editors took over.
